In -B o o r G a rd e n in g . 
The following timely instructions from Vick’s 
Floral Guide may enable tho3C disposed to 
adorn their homes during the Fall and winter 
months with a brilhaut variety of flowers to 
study the necessary methods of doing s%: 
‘•Autumn approaches, and it is well to think 
what we can do to keep with u3, during the 
Winter, a little of the glory of Summer—some 
green leaves always, and occasionally a few 
buds and blossoms. 
Tno3C w ho have green­ 
houses and gardeners will not need these sug­ 
gestions, as they are designed to aid those 
who have not such opportunities for gratiiy- 
ing their taste for tiie beautiful. 
There are a 
fe v things always In the garden that can be 
taken up before frost and put into pots, lliaL 
will look well all Winter, and cost nothin 
The Diccntra, or Bleeding Heart, will tlower 
freely in the house, and the foliage is always 
clean, cheerful, and pretty. 
The Madeira 
Vine and Ivy are both Uesirabla -for in-door 
climbers. 
Tenweek Stocks, Diunthus, Petu­ 
nia, thé Coboea .«canden?, and a good many 
olher thinirs can bo selected Irom the gatdeu 
in the Autumn. 
After potting keep the plants 
moist and cool, and in the shade for a few 
days, until they get over the removal. 
Select 
plants that are not overgrown—in fact, those 
that are not matured. 
Then something can 
bo added to the Winter stock by obtaining a 
few papers of mignonette seed, or any other 
of the simple small annuals, like ageratum, 
&c. 
Tuis, with a few ordinary house plants, 
will make a fair Winter’s show, especially if 
enlivened by a dozen or so of hyacinths, and 
a few pots of polyanthus narcissus, all oi 
which will cost very little, and help much to 
make a sunuy home. 
There are some stupid 
men who begrudge tiieir Wives and children a 
dollar or two fur this delightful work. 
We 
would like tu banish such men to some barren 
island, where they would have a perpetual 
Winter, relieved by no flower or leaf, or bird, 
or wife, or child, until they wire prepared to 
do works meet for repentance. 
In tlio pages of this number wo shall en­ 
deavor to give all the information needed to 
make success certain with Winter, flowers, 
giving special attention to flowering bulbs, 
both for the garden and house. 
Bulbs flower 
in the garden iu Northern climate from April 
to June. 
In the house hyacinths and narcis­ 
sus bloom in February, except the white Ro­ 
man hyacinth, a very early flowering sort, 
which wo usually succeed in blooming for 
Christmas and New Year's. 
The Calla Lthio- 
pica, or Egyptian lily, is a faoiúie for the 
house, and with a few geraniums, &c., wifi 
make a finé coflecfion. 
All tlielíliis will grow 
well in the house, the longiilorum being the 
earliest to flower, the auratum next, and the 
lancifolium sorts last. 
Few plants can en­ 
dure the high temperature and dry atmosphere 
of most of our living-rooms. 
The tempera­ 
ture should not invrrltotmT TO fro above seven 
ty in t he-they time, and n o t below forty hi Hie 
uiglit. 
As much air and light as possible 
should be given, while the leaves Should be 
sprinkled every morning. 
A «pare room, or 
parlor, or extra bedroom is belter for plants 
than a living-room. 
A bay window connect­ 
ed with a warm room, especially if facing 
south or east, makes an excellent place for 
keeping plants in Winter. 
It should have 
glass doors on the inside, which can be closed 
a part of ihe lime, especially when sweeping 
and dusiiug. 
The main thing in keeping 
house plants In health, Is to secure an even 
temperature, a moist atmosphere, and Irec- 
dom from dust. 
Spiinkle t’ue leaves occa­ 
sionally, ami when water is needed use it free - 
\i. 
While a good many plants can be ob’ained 
from the garden for potting for Winter flow­ 
ers, the bulbs must bo the main reliance, and 
are unrivaled for house culture during the 
M inter months. 
As nearly all can be grown 
in so many ways—in pots, or baskets of sand 
and moss, or in vessels of water—they are an 
almost euiHyas sourcoof iuterest and ■amuse­ 
ment in evert stage or growth. 
With a little 
moss from the woods or swamps, a few quarts 
of sand, some pots, or a shallow box or two, 
and a few dozen crocuses, early tulips, hya­ 
cinths, and narcissus, any one is prepared for 
a pleasant little Winter garden. 
Of course, a 
few hyacinth glasses are desirable, but not es­ 
sential. 
Very pretty boxes can be made with 
a liltIe taste and patience, of some sticks and 
bark from the woods. 
For early flowers in 
the gardeu we are also almost entirely depend­ 
ant upon the lmidy or Holland bulbs, as they 
are usually called, because imported from Hol­ 
land, where (hey arc grown extensively and 
thrive better than iu any other country. They 
are nearly the only ornament of the garden in 
very early ¡among. 
Couunoncing with the lit— 
tie suow-drop, in this section in March or early 
April, followed lay the crocus, hyacinth, and 
tulip, they make a most interesting succession 
during the months of April and May, when 
without them the garden would be bare 
enough.” 


Vegetable» tor l u l l Planting- 
A few of the vegetables require Autumn 
planting. 
Asjraragns is a hard seed, slow to 
germinate, and is best sown lute, just l»efore 
Winter seis in, and an early strong growth 
will be the result next season. 
Lettuce, sown 
from September to November, will put strong, 
early plants, either for maturing where they 
arc sown, or for transplanting. 
A little pro 
lection from a frame, or something of the kind, 
will aid in the growth oí plants daring the 
winter. 
S. inacb, for Spring use, should be 
planted early enough in the autumn to give 
good, stocky ‘duets before very severe frosts, 
anti then you v I have spinach when it is 
neeiiod—very ea-ly in the Spring. 
To secure, 
very early cabbage and cauliflower,it is a good 
plan to sow seed ii the autumn, iu the seed­ 
bed, and before wi iter protect these beds with 
straw for the winte \ 
It is still better to make 
what is called a pit, that Is, a bed sunk about 
eighteen inches in the ground, and the top 
covered with straw or muiting in severe weath­ 
er 
In t lis way good plants will be secured 
ready to be put out at Hie opening oí Spring, 
about the time cabbage seed is usually sown, 
and a very early crop will be the result. Care 
must be taken not to confine the plants too 
much, and air should tie given freely ou every 
fine and sunny day. 
A li.tle too much cold is 
better than too much warmth.— Vick's (Ro­ 
chester) Guide. 


Rev. T. L. Cnyler of Brookhn writes a long

Oue word, now, before I close this hurried 
letter in regard to the most commendable pro­ 
ject of preserving ihe w hole Adirondack region 
as a magnificent public park under the con­ 
trol of the state. 
This is more than a ques­ 
tion of taste. 
It would do more than secure 
a vast summer resort for the denizens of our 
heated cities. 
It is a matter which involves 
the preservation of a timber supply for dwel­ 
lings aud ships. 
The loss of these forests 
would also endanger the supply of water to 
the Mohawk and Hudson. 
IVLib this result 
would also come an almost certain increase of 
severe and parching summer droughts; for 
forests arc the nnrSeries of rain and the pre­ 
servers of mountain springs. 
Let every voice 
be raised ag ain# the merciless massacre of 
the ancient forests by lumbermen and land 
speculators. 
It will then be the glory of the 
«mpire state that she possesses not only the 


grandest of cataracts and the most beautiful 
of American rivers within her borders, but, 
also, that she has the most superb forest park 
on the whole Atlantic sea-boarti.

The cities, us with 
us. subscribe liberally to these roads. The re­ 
turns of German railroad traffic show a great 
business in carrying em igrants to the sea­ 
ports. 
E nigration, tu iact, seriously embar­ 
rasses some of the state roads in E »st Prussia 
for employees and bosses. 
So great is the 
demand that the state lias relaxed the rigor of 
its competitivo 
examinations. 
Strangely 
enough, there is a lack of engineers ano fire­ 
men, and the hitherto firm opposition of the 
railroads to female service as ucket-sellers 
and clerks lias broken down. 
The women, 
however, are rigidly examined in ciphering, 
must be between 20 and 40, unnuiried or 
childless widows, will begin on a salary of ?12 
a mon.li, and never will get more than ?4U0 a 
vear.

'Autumn approaches, aud ilia well to think 
what we can do to keep with us, during the 
Winter, a little of the glory of Summer— wine 
green leaves always, aud occasionally a few 
buds and blossoms.

houses and gardeners will not need these sag 
gestlons, as they are designed to aid those 
who have not such opportunities for gratify 
ing their taste fur the beautiful. 
There are a 
few things always In the garden that can be 
taken up before frost and put in.o pots, that 
will look well all W Inter, und cost nothin 
TbeDicentra, or Bleeding Heart, will flower 
freely in 'he house, and the foliage Is allay s 
clean, cheerful, aud pretty. 
The Madeira 
Vine and Ivy are both desirable-for in-door 
climbers. 
Tenweek Stocks, Dianthus, Pelu 
nia, the Cornea brandon-', and a good many 
other tilings can loo selected trom the garden 
in the Autumn. 
Alter letting keep the plants 
moist and cool, and in the shade for a few 
days, until they get over the removal.

plants that are not overgrown —in fact, those 
that are not matured.

had a perfect right to do. 
Hearing of his ar­ 
rival home, accompanied, of course, by his 
bride, all the outlying urchins of the neighbor­ 
hood, set on probably by some rascals of loi g 
er growth, came into the vicinity of bis resi­ 
dence, and deafened the ears of the pleasant 
party, gathered there, with a most abomina­ 
ble racket, produced by mesDsof pans, boms, 
cracked tidales, asthmatic bassooDs and what 
ever instruments of torture their luferuat in­ 
genuity could devise. 
The contemptible pack were scattered at last 
bv the explosion ofsomeinnotuou3 powder over 
their uncombed hair. 
Now this sort of thing 
was once the customary joke of which newly- 
married couples were made the victims in all 
the bucolic districts; but its occurrence in a 
city or village claimin'?’ to be civilized is a 
disgrace that should be washed out under the 
town pump, or atoned for in the couuty jail, 


The science of sociology may some time 
come to be a basis of prediction. 
If all 
events, human as well as natural, are really 
results of established law, the possibility of 
foretelling the future will depend upon the 
exact degree to which we cau discover the 
law. 
That all things do so result Is more 
fully believed by intelligent thinkers every 
year. 
Once, and not very long ago at that, 
it was regarded as absurd to attem pt to pre­ 
dict the wind and weather much in advance 
ofihefact. 
Now the weather-bureau is of 
incalculable value to both landsmen and sea­ 
men becau.se of the degree of certainty to 
which its observers have attained in uncover­ 
ing the laws of storms. 
Perhaps human 
nature may be a little more difficult of calcula­ 
tion than the unreasoning forces of the inani­ 
mate universe, but it is no insult to its inde­ 
pendence or any st'gm a upon its boasted free­ 
will to &S3ert that men as individuals or 
bodies are regulated by law just as surely as 
are the planets and the gases. From such 
a theory prediction conics in the form of 
knowledge. 
He who know3 most of its facts 
can wil'i the greatest certainty anticipate its 
action. 
We are led to make these remarks from 
a statement via Friday's Graphic to the eflect 
that the followiug prophecy w a3 published one 
year ago in a periodical entitled the “ Modern 
Thinker.” No name was attached, the prophet 
contenting himself with avowing the doctrines 
of positivism: 
“I predict that in ten years’ time the North­ 
ern Pacific Railroad enterprise will be regard­ 
ed as one of the most astounding Instances of 
human credulity and folly. It will be a matter 
of profound astonishment that among a busi­ 
ness community tens of thousands of sensible 
men could be found to invest money with a 
hope of profit iu a railroad which began 
nowhere, ended nowhere, and ran for the 
most part through a howling wilderness. That 
this road may be built is possible; that it can 
be made to pay fcr the present generation is 
too crazy a chimera to be for a moment enter­ 
tained.” 
In the light of the events of the last few 
days in Wall street this prediction is very easy 
reading, aud sensibly raises the dignity of its 
author's unpopular calling. 


F u g u u is m . 
In discussing the position and status which 
marriage is to hold in our future society, the 
author of an article on the subject in one of 
the current magazines deplores the approach 
of paganism to this country. 
A definition of 
the terra is not easy to gather from the essay 
referred to, but to our mind the writer means 
substantially this: 
A certain result upon our 
entire American manhood and womanhood 
produced by the enervating power of luxury 
In tint hands of those who abuse it. 
By entire 
American manhood we do not intend to say 
that all classes are likely to become pagans in 
this way. 
Not at all; the pagans are few and 
select as yet. 
They are bred by unlimited op­ 
portunities for indulging the sensuous nature, 
and their opportunities are reserved for those 
who can command them, and to do that Í3 
merely a matter of money. 
There may be 
some call for this note of alarm. 
It seems 
premature to talk about tho decadence of the 
great republic, as though the manner of it 
wero yet hinted at by circumstances, much 
less assured. 
I!ut causes which require the 
long passage of centuries fully to work out 
their sequences may indicate their character 
early in tho history cf a nation. 
That our 
people as a whole worship Mammon is an 
admitted social proposition to-day. 
Many 
respectful and indeed complimentary allusions 
are made to tho Almighty, but the sincerest 
prostration of our hearts is before the shrine of 
embodied selfishness— Mammon. 
Now, this 
worship is not all rendered through the same 
ritual. Paganism in this couutry is only ono of 
its forms, hut it Ls of all the most enticing, 
seclusivc and enslaving. 
Paganism ignores 
altogether such matters as duty and aflection. 
These often require sacrifices which it is in­ 
consistent with the nature of paganism to 
make. 
The man pagan when he considers 
tho question of marriage first decides that 
there m ud be no abatement of the needs of 
this life. 
lie rsks if tho woman can provide 
herself with clothes, horses and box at the 
opera. A negative answer stereotypes and in­ 
sures one more selfish, worthless bachelor to 
mankind. 
The bantling of love, if lie exist in 
this case at all, ¡3 strangled near hia broken 
shell, and lii.s little body goes to the morgue. 
The woman pagan wants her possible hus­ 
band to concede in advance her right to do 
as she please, even when she pleases to do 
nothing at ail. 
She must have paintings, 
statues, bronzes, porcelains, tapestry and the 
general brie a brae in which the cultivated eye 
delights. 
The modern pagan despises the 
old-fashioned notion of hearts holding hearts 
through the terrible darkness and storms of 
life, like s vimmers, struggling to save each 
other, but loves to play Lysander and Phyllis, 
or Damon and Pythias, and then bow itself 
gracefully out amidst overwhelming applause. 
Pagans are not republicans—they are resur­ 
rected Romans, and bring up again pictures 
of the Empire under Ctcsar. 
Is this the future 
of America? 
Is this degeneration of vital 
stamina, like a westward-sweeping pestilence, 
going to add ours at last to the list of nations 
which perished of their own opulence? 


Kifrni o f th e T im e s . 
We should not be true to the vocation of a 
faithful chronicler of the news were wo to over­ 
look the indications of an important move­ 
ment now going on in the Republican party. 
Less than a year ago the most prominent nnd 
important leaders and papers of that party 
vied with each other in asserting and essaying 
to prove that the administration w as the party, 
and that loyalty and fealty to the latter was 
synonymous with submission to the adminis­ 
tration, lack ot which latter in any claiming 
the name of Republican was treachery too 
great for forgiveness. 
A year ago the Liber­ 
al Rcpu dicaris pointed out that for the grand 
ideas ol the party there was being substituted 
a mere personalism, aud that political opinion 
was being furnished to order in every locality 
per order of the central power. 
Among all 
the parties the country had seen, none had 
been so pronounced for freedom of opinion and 
the wideet latitude to individual expression of 
it.' So that it was the strangest sight ever 
witue3sed in American politics, this practical 
aulty of the Republican speakers and press in 
advocating the adoption of the orders from 
Washington as the voice of tho People, nnd 
honce tbo voice of God.

to the active, ubiquitous, forestalling body of 
officeholders, who In each election district rep­ 
resented the administration and directed lire 
party, and claimed that this was not the old- 
time freedom in which the parly had gloried;

whom they have selected; hence no select, and 
that is liberty,” aud then they boasted ci the 
splendid organization this system gave.— 
Tbe Liberals said to our brethren In the 
Republican 
ranks—“IhD 
system Is self* 
perpetuating, end by reversing the sources 
of power—waiting for ideas from Washington 
instead of sending them thither—you arc mak­ 
ing the rule of the administration that of a 
dynasty, dependent upon Its-own volition or 
revolution;”—and they burled “ Caesurism” at 
us with contemptuous derision, os the Estab­ 
lishment flung “ Fanatic” at Wbilcfleld. 
The 
Liberals said this was the hotbed of corrup­ 
tion, and pointed to the prominent Republicans 
who under cover of the trained guns of the army 
of political speakers and papers were plunder­ 
ing the nation; and these speakers and papers 
grew hoarse in telling us we were liars. 
But not 
six mouths had elapsed before 
the malignant pustules of Credit Mobilier 
carried away the very idols of the infatuated, 
and the apostles of the party which had flung 
out into the ditch such traitors as Greeley and 
Sumner found the appropriate culmination of 
their antc-eiection plundering in the fat pick 
ings of back-pay. 
Around about all these presses and speakers 
stood the fortifications of Party, and over 
their heads were the bomb-proofs of Loyalty.

Convention,freely 3poke his mind to the office­ 
holders and told them to keep their place and 
mind tbeir own business, which was not shap­ 
ing tiie politics of the party. 
The Boston Ad­ 
vertiser, previously emphatic in the same 
strain, became even threatening. 
And now 
Harper’s Weekly, “ Saul among the Prophets,” 
rings out in the samo strain. 
It says: 
“ It is not wise to forget that a considerable 
vote was cast last year for Grant under pro­ 
test and that that object has been achieved.— 
The intelligent 
and conscientious opinion, 
which lias always been and is now tho Repub­ 
lican strength, is very independent, and wears 
lightly the party cockade.

* If it 
should be seen 'tbat tho national patronage 
controls local politics more and more, despilo 
the claim of a reform of the civil service; if 
recognized representatives of the national ad­ 
ministration in the various states and in Con­ 
gress 
should 
not 
command, 
because 
they 
would 
not 
deserve, 
general 
respect 
and 
confidence; 
if 
continuous 
Republican 
victories 
at 
the 
polls 
should not slay th« torrent of corruption, and 
bring the best character, ability, training and 
experience into the management of affairs— 
then the earnest patriotism that made the Re­ 
publican party would make another, which 
would gloriously continue tho work that the 
Republican party gloriously began.

T h e Q u i g le y I n q iim t, 
Tiie Coroner’s inquest over * e body of rames 
Quigley, found drowned yesterday morning, 
at the foot of Soutli William street, was re­ 
sumed this morning at 47 Smith street. There 
is no clue yet to the pocket-book tho deceased 
is said to have had in his possession on Tues­ 
day night last, the night lie was last seen 
alive. 
Bernard Hearty testified tbat lie saw Quig­ 
ley have a pocket-book while at a saloon in 
Liberty street, but did not see how much was 
in it, and did not Bee the pocket-book at other 
lime during the evening. 
He say3 Quigley 
made no mention of having a large amount of 
money, and that Quigley did not ofler to bet 
in the saloon more than ten dollars. 
Robert J. Thomas, the hired hand on Quig- 
ly’s boat, was examined this morning. 
He 
testified that he shipped on the boat at Eliza- 
bethport, July 12th, 1873; always saw the de­ 
ceased have a pocket-book with him; con- 
not state whether he ever had a large amount 
of money with him; I have had his pocket- 
book in my hands often; it always had money 
in it when I had it; have not seen him have a 
pocket-book at Newburgh; he left the boat 
7 o’clock, 1’. M., Tuesday evening, and re­ 
turned at about 12 o’clock; McIntyre was with 
him; did not see McIntyre, but heard his 
voice; they were both in cabin where light 
was turned down low; both afterwards went 
on deck; I heard McIntyre going home and 
bidding Captain Quigley “ good night;’’ after 
they left tho cabin I got up to fix fire in stove; 
Quigley did not go ashore with McIntyre, but 
might have went to scow with him; when I 
had finished fixing fire, Quigley iiad returned 
and was at the cabin door; he did not speak 
to me, nor did he come in the cabin; I went 
on deck a few minutes afterwards and lie was 
standins near the cabin; I went to the rudder 
and wet it and returned; the captain was then 
laying on his side, with his head ovar the rail 
of the boat and seemed to be vomiting; I said 
to hirn that he had not better go asleep there; 
lie said there was no one going to sleep there; 
I then went into the cabin and after smoking 
a few minutes went to bed; said nothing to 
Quigley before going to bed; he laid so close 
to cabin door that I had to step over him to 
get in; rail on bout is about eight or nine 
inches high; a man cannot roll overboard; I 
arose about half-pust four in the morning and 
went on deck ;*Quigley was not there; 1 look­ 
ed around the boat and did not find him ; his 
coat was in cabin where he left it when in 
there with McIntyre; I took a pole and tried 
to find him in the water; I remained on deck 
waiting for his return when I could not find 
him; at 8 o'clock I went ashore, to shipyard 
and coal dock iu search cf him, but could hot 
find him; went back to boat and staid there 
until after dinner; then went up town and in­ 
quired for him and returned to boat; about 
C o’clock a young man came aboard and in­ 
quired after the boat; I asked him if he knew 
the captain; ho replied, yes; be and I then 
went to McIntyre’s; we afterwards went down 
and searched with poles in water until about 
9 o’clock I’. M .; he was round Thursday 
morning about 11 o’clock; I was present when 
lie was found; ho was found about five or 
six fed from the poiilt on his boat where 
ho lay Tuesday night; I have not seen ids 
pocket-book in cabin siuce Tuesday morning;

DEBATING ON GOVERNMENT ACTION. 


N e w Y o r k , Sept. 21—9 P. M.—The confer­ 
ence at the Fifth Avenue Hole! to-day in rela­ 
tion to the best means of overcoming the diffi­ 
culty resulting from the recent financial disas­ 
ters in Wall street absorbed public interest to 
an unparalleled degree. 
The fact that Presi­ 
dent Giant, Secretary Richardson and other 
high officials of the government had come 
here to deliberate on the best means of pie- 
venting further disaster to the mercantile com­ 
munity and consequently to tiie country at 
large was generally known early this morn­ 
ing. 
Iu consequence not only the leading 
bankets, brokers and merchants were in at­ 
tendance at the hotel, but the general public 
flocked thither in hundreds and listened to 
groups of Wall street meu gathered here and 
there in knots discussing tho situation. 
President Grant and Secretary Richardson 
have been in consultation at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel since noon to-day with prominent capi­ 
talists and merchants, including Commodore 
Vanderbilt. 
The following is the result as far 
as known at eight 8 o’clock to-night. 
The 
President positively declined to interfere with 
Wall street, as any action of his would be un­ 
constitutional. 
A committee of bankers und 
merchants had come down to a final proposi­ 
tion for the government to issue $30,000,000 
of the legal reserve. 
Reverdy Johnson is said 
to have given his opinion to tho effect that to 
use the legal reserve for this purpose is uncon­ 
stitutional, but that if he (Johnson) wa3 Presi­ 
dent lie would be disposed in an emergency .ike 
the present to make the utmost eflort3 to avert 
impending disasters. 
A proposition made by 
Vanderbilt was decisively declined. 
President Grant, 
Secretary 
Richardson, 
Senator Morton of Indiana and General Bab­ 
cock were ready before noon to hear the views 
and suggestions of prominent merchants and 
financiers. 
A large number of these had pre­ 
viously held a conference in one of the parlors 
of the hotel and reduced their plans to definite 
shape. 
Among those present at tlii3 confer­ 
ence of Wall street and mercantile interests 
were Commodore Vanderbilt, Henry Clews, 
the Seligman brothers, George II. Opdyke, 
Isaac II. Bailey, William M. Orton, President 
of Hie Western Union Telegraph Co., Prospect 
P. Sharpe, Jamos II. Burke, William M. Scott, 
of the Erie, Pa., Bank, Robert Lenox Ken­ 
nedy, Horace B. Clafliu, Gen. E. S. Sanford 
of the Adams Express Co., Mr. V art of the 
Bank of Commerce, Senator West of Louis­ 
iana and John Hosy, President of the Adams 
Express Co. 
A committee first made a general proposi­ 
tion 
that the present financial difficulties 
should be relieved by drawing on the legal 
tender reserve. 
The committee 
had not 
agreed at this time as to the amount of such 
reserve which would he probably required. 
Grant aud Richardson sent for many members 
of the committee in turn and heard their views 


011 the subject. 
After hours spent in this 
way and after listening to the reading of the 
written views of several leading members of 
tiie committee, 
President Grant and Secre­ 
tary Richardson informed the committee that 
nothing could be done until precise propo­ 
sitions had been submitted. Tho majority of 
the committee proposed verbally that the 
government should, if necessary, place tho 
whole legal reserve, $14,000,000, in the New 
York city banks.

to have given his opinion to tho effect that to 
u-e the legal reserve for this p u rp le is uncon­ 
stitutional, bul that if he (Johnson) w a* Presi­ 
dent lie woald be disposed in an emergency ike 
the present to make the utmost efforts to avert 
impending disasters. 
A proposition made by 
Vandeibilt was decisively declined. 
President Grant, 
Secretary' Richardson, 
Senator Morton of Indiana and General Bab­ 
cock were ready Indore noon lo hear the views 
and suggestions of prominent merchants and 
financiers. 
A large number of these had pre­ 
viously held a conference in one of the parlor* 
of the hotel and reduced their plan* to definite 
shape. 
Among tboje present at tills confer­ 
ence of Wall street anil mercantile interests 
were Commodore Vanderbilt, Henry Clews, 
Hie Seligman brother*, George II.

A committee first made a general proposi­

To His H onor the Mayor and Common Coun­

Gentlemen:—During the late lamentable 
visitations of destruction by fire in the Eas­ 
tern Department of our city I have learned the 
necessity and feel forced to make the following 
report and urge tnalthe accompanying recom­ 
mendations lie limply considered and adopted. 
I have found it necessary that Weber Hose 
should have the tires of their apparatus reset. 
That the steamer James G. Lindsley No. 2 
should be immediately repaired, the leakage 
in her boiler and otherseriom disorders nearly 
incapacitating her for service. 
I fohnd the kindling wood in possession of 
the co epanies attending our steamers nearly 
worthless and other sLould be substituted as 
early as possible. • 
Tne Foreman of Poncklioc-ie Steamer No. 
3, Thomas Rafferty,bus peremptorily refused to 
obey the orders ol the Chief Engineer and pub­ 
licly avowed that no orders or demands would 
lie heeded by him of the Chief Engineer. The 
non-compliance to the orders of the Chief En­ 
gineer was the cause of the burning and de­ 
struction of the buildings of Mr. Thompson 
and others, causing a loss of more than ten 
t'nousaud dollars. The expulsion from the 
Department of said Foreman is necessary for 
future discipline and strongly recommended. 
The authorities of iho late village of lton- 
dout placed in possession of a company known 
as Coiumbus Engine Co. No. 5 an engine aud 
hose, and whereas said company has in no 
manner complied with the regulations of our 
Department and extended no helping hand to 
oar brother firemen, the same should be imme­ 
diately disbanded.

dence of William Brown for the purpose of ar­ 
resting a young man by the name of Alexan­ 
der Bush, whom he wished to convey to the 
poor-house. Tiie part of tho country the con­ 
stable was forced to traverse in making this 
arrest is called Brown Hollow, and ho claimed 
that while attempting to find the offender he 
was opposed by John If. Banks and Levi 
Brown, who made divers threats of a very 
serious kind again A the corpus of the officer. 
Riggins, however, bravely carried oil the man 
Bush, and thou made complaint against 
Ranks and Brown before Hiram Humphrey, 
Justice of the Peace. The following is a copy 
of such complaint or affidavit: 
l ister County, ss.: Henry Riggins and 
Michael Burns two of the constables oí the 
town of Kingston being dulv sworn say that 
on the 25th day or August 1873 Lafit Brown 
William Brown and John B.iüks did unlaw­ 
fully bide secrete a prisoner lrom the appre­ 
hension of Laugle process held by deponents, 
and deponents further say these persons afore­ 
said made threats to the officers that they 
would commit acts of violence on the persons 
of these deponents and produced deadly 
weapons for ihe purpose of committing said 
offences they pray tnat the ofleuders may ue 
dealt with according to law. 
HENRY RIGGINS. 
Subscribed and sworn before me 
the 27th day of August 1873. 
Illr.am Humphrey, Justice of the peace. 
On this somewhat remarkable affidavit a 
warrant w„s issued, and Levi Brown was ar­ 
rested on the 20i.li of August and lodged in 
jail. The 1st of September he was taken be­ 
fore a court composed of James O’Connor and 
Hiram Humphrey. The case was then ad­ 
journed until the 5th of September. 
On that 
day the parties appeared and a witness or two 
1Vas sworn. Late in the afternoon the case 
was again adjourned until the 19th of Septem­ 
ber, when it was finished, and the prisoner 
discharged. 
Riggins testified, “ I had no process with 
me to take Bush from that house. 
I have no 
knowledge except from w hat I have heard that 
any process was issued. Constable Burns 
and the Poornusler, Michael Lamb, told me 
to go after Bush. The prisoner did not resist 
any warrant I had, because I had none.” 
On this state of facts tne preposterous idea 
was advocated that an officer eould bo rc 
sisted in excuting a warrant when he had 
no warrant, and no authority whatever to 
make an am-3t except that a Poormaster anu 
anotncr constable told him to make the arrest 
On these facts aman was arrested aud thrown 
in jail; parties, witnesses and lawyers were 
put to the expense of going through this farce 
of a trial that occupied three days, and all 
this was done in the town of Kingston. D
